The use of longitudinal joij 
reinforcement and proper design have 
eliminated the cracking which was s0 
Objectionable on residential streets, 
Many localities are now preferring to 
build concrete, with its known dura- 
bility. and cleanness, instead of other 
types of pavement which cost nearly as 
‘much and are in constant need of re- 
pair. or reconstruction. . 

Concrete has also. been used very suc- 
cessfully as resurfacing material for old 
concrete bases, and even. for a few 
solidly compacted macadam and bi- 
tuminous surfaces. This resurfacing |}; 
with concrete is also being carried on 
.where-the first concrete roads were built 
too; narrow or too thin. It has been 
found that concrete adapts itself most 
satisfactorily to the widening and thick- 
ening of roads which were originally 
built too narrow.or too thin for present- 
day traffic.
